"Tis faid his Majetty will go to the Houfe of Peers on 
Tuefday next, to give the Royal Affent to the Land ‘Tax 
Bill, and fome others, which will be then ready for the 
Royal Affent. 

An Order was fent tothe Downs Thurfday Morning to 
flop the farling of the Indiamen, “hlliuch Time asa proper 
Convoy can be fent to protcét them againtt the Algerine 
Rovers. 

Thariday Koid Mohammed Aga, Ambaffidor from 
Tripoli, went to Court in one of the King’ Coaches, and 
was introduced to his Majeily by Sir Clement Cotterel 
Dormer. He brought with him, as a Prefent to his Ma- 
jetty, four fine Hories, with rich Furniture.

‘Tranfportation for feven Years. Thefe are the only I’er- 
fons that have received Judgment of Tranfportation in that 
Court for fome Years, 

Daniel Wilkinfon, a Soldier, who ftood indifted for af- 
faulting Mr. Henry Clarke, one of the Head-boroughs 
of St Paul Shadéwell, in the County of Middlefex, in the 
Execution of his Office, and almott cutting his Right Eye 
out, pleaded guilty to the Indiétment; Upon which the 
Court pronounced the following Sentence, That he fhould 
ftand commited to Bridewell, at Clerkenwell, for One 
Month, be fined five Pounds, and to remain in the fa:d 
Prifon untill he fhould pay the iaid Fine or make Satitac- 
tion to the Profecutor.

Halifax Town, in Nova Scotia, Sept 14. ‘the Weather 
here is at prerent very litte dyfferent thom what is cuflomary 
m Hagiaud at this Sesion; we have oll had warm chats 
to fhelter us froni the oc) mm. Weather ; ana the 
Number of 30 Houfes are quite covered ing (ome of the 
Settlers, who have been ill, and not abic t) provide them- 
felves Habitations are, by the Governoi’s Order, quartered 
with fipgle Perions, three or four to a Hut, and Straw in 
great Abundance is arrived from England and Bofton’; as 
a great deal of Ground is grubbed up, we are well fupply’d 
with Firing for the Winter; a great Quantity of Salt Pro- 
vifions is arrived from England, with the Deer, Fith, and 
Fowl, hourly taking, afford a very good Subfiftence, every 
Perfon receiving a Pound and a Half of Bread, and the 
like Quantity ot Meat ; and we hope by next Spring to 
be a happy People, the Colony daily increafing from New 
England & other Parts, fo that in the whole we are not lefs 
than 16,0co ftrong; and that Linnen, as well as coarfe 
Woollen Goods were good Commodities 

On Saturday the 23d Initant as feveral of Major Gil-

Hague, Dec.8, O. S. It isinconceivable how great the 
Joy was which the People exprefled on the Return of his 
Serene Highnefs hte Prince Stadthalder, who hus left every 
‘Thing behind him at Groningen, in as much Tranquility 
as he found it in confufion at the Time of his going thither. 

ITALY. i 

Venice, Nov. 15. O. S. The two Galleys and two 
Galliots of the Republic, which cruized fome time againit 
the Pirates of Barbary in the Adriatick Sea, return’d here 
a few Days ago, and are ordered to be difarm'’d. The 
Emprefs Queen has lately applied to the Republick to far- 
render to her fome Terri‘orics fituated upon the Frontiers 
of the T'rentin and the Milanefe, in lieu of an equavalent 
iu Iitria; bat as this Propofal is of too great coniequence 
in the prelent fituation of Affiirs, it’s fcarcely to be beliew’d 
that the Senare will confent to it. ~ 

Rome, Now. 18° O. 8S, The Cardinal of York being 
defirous to diflinguifh himfelf in the Holy Year, has ear- 
neitly itreated the Pope co let him have the F.Aaor of opens 
ing the Gate of the Church of St. Mary Maggiore; which 
Requeft his Holinefs has granted him, as a fpecial Favour, 
and Mark of his affection; for that Ceremony fiould be 
performed by Cardinal Colonna, Arch Pricit of the faid 
Chuich. 

Geneva, Nov. 21.0.8. They write from Lyons, that 
that City and Neighbourhood fwarms with Oificers, who 
are there to raife recruits, and that they carry on that bu- 
finefs with greater Vigor than was obterved even in -the 
Heat of the late War. According to our Letters from 
Dauphiny it’s affured, that feveral Regiments have received 
Orders to repair to that Provinee, bat ’tis not known whe- 
ther they are to remain there or move forward.

BARBARY. 

Algiers, OF. 31. O.S. Onr Regency has lately receiv'd 
Letters from the Grand Signor, advifing the Dey and Re- 
publick to entertain a good underftanding with all the 
Powers in Europe,but particularly with thoie of the North. 
By a private Letter wrote by the new Grand Vizer to the 
Dey, that Minifter infinuates, that the Grand Signior in- 
tends to trade with thofe Powers by the Mediterranean Sea 
and that if any of them fhould be taken or moleiled by any 
Corfair orPirate, belonging co the Provinces that were tri- 
butary to him, he fhould ioon call them to an Account 
and make them give Satisfa€tion.
